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The following are excerpts from directives issued by KEKE politbure 
during September: 


1. Finger Prints: Since the last order that students have to possess oretentials

* 8. Questions of Organization: Inasmuch es terrorism will abate for the duration

energetioally in insuring the succsss of everything 
their organisation has undertaken. This in a 
Singular opportunity. The Politburo expects monthly 
reports of activity from the KOA te commence again 
with the first report due by 10 October. 


$.' Andartes who sre Surrendering to the Authorities: The Rightist pross has been 

oe peg = Sy printing articles stating that 
the Andartes are ziving up in 
lerge manbers. This is a Pilthy 
lis, the purpose of which is to 
create confusion in the ranks 

of the Ancartes ani Party members. 
Censequently such reports should 
b. ucorned and only those issued 
b tne Party should be relied on. 
Tis Democratic Arm shall not ley 
duwi its arma because its members 
prerer death in the line of duty 
rether then merciless as- 
sessination at the hands of the 
Hc narcho-fasciats. 
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4. Contribution of the National Mutual Aid Scciety: The previous directives of the 
Politburo have been ratified 
again and the KOA has been. requested 
to colleot 200 million drachmae 
ins’:ead of 100 million which was - 
' the previous foal. 


6. The selling of arus: It has come to the attention of the Politburo that membors 
of the Party have been storing up arms without authority. 
They have been approaching sellers and saying that they are 
actine on behalf of the Party. They are thus violoting the 
Conspiratorial regulations of the Party. It is only — 
richt thot each menber should have his porsonal weapons, 
*<but he has no risht to store up arms without authority. 

Only MOA Security members and Achtide Security mombers 
are responsible for the storing up of arms. And others 
are not permitted to become involved in this metter, except 
only vhen there is need of mone’ or transportation; in which 
case tho security members shoul-i approach the Secretary of 
the Achtide or oven the Secreta:*y of the KOA. 


6. Exiles: Exiles returning from banisiment should not ts received into Communist 
Organizations until their stand during, the pe:riod of banishment has been 
checked. The "fractions" of the Parties in the Cooperatives will submit 
reports to the City Committee of KOA. Meanwt ile the released exiles shall 
become members of extra-Party Orranizations ©.1d shall submit petitions to 
the Government demanding the release of all tne exiles. Since the linistry 
of Public Order has decided to release the sizk who are in exile, their 
relatives should send physicians’ certifcates to the doctors serving in 
the exiles' camps. 


7. ational Guard: The Government is proposing to form a military organization which 
will include CHItes, members of MAY, former members of the | 
Security Battalions, and other traitors and collaboretors 
with the enemy. Two classes have been called and will be ine 
_corporated in the National Guards the purpose is to give ita 
democratic coloring. The people havs previcus experience with 
organizations of this kind, and so the Democratic oltizens must 
protest against the establishment o% this corps and mst have no 
part in it. 


8. Trades Unions: In the near future a combined mooting will be called of the trades 
unions and of the Party "fractions" uithin their Administrative 
Councils. It is imperative that all the athletic associations 
come under the control of KKE. 


9, Secretary of KOA: The Politburo of KKE eanounced thst Spyros Kalodikis (Second 
‘Secretary of KOA) will replace Niixolacs Denielides or 
Panos during the illness of the letter. The members of the 
City Committee will give absolute obedience to the instructions 
of Kalodikis during the absence of Danielides. 


10. Finance: Those released from exile mst be reminded that they have to resume the 
monthly contribution of 5000 drachmae. These who were memoers of the 
Finance Committee must resume their duties at once. They mst select 
as assistant a released exile who has well-to-do kinsmen. Collections 
for EA (National Mutual Aid) must be carried out, since the Party 
requires funds immediately. 
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ll. Roorgonization of tho XODs: In applying previous directives for the reor~ 
_ " renigetion of “ORs in Athens, the following 

shall be observed: All the distriet H0Bs shail 
be organized in professional triads. Yive triads 
will form en organization directed by a thros- 
member Section Cormittee. The Section Committees 
will continue to receive instructions from the 
Bureaus of the KOR which will consta% of a Secretary 
and a Second Seoretery who are responsible for 
the extra-eParty organizetion, an Enlishtener, a 
security officer, and one officer responsible for 
the financial problems of the paraelegal technical 
organization. 


12. Lessons in the Russian Lanruarer These lessons will borin 1 October in ths 
Saaen are ge ey or eG building of tho Hellenic-Soviet Leagus. Only 
officials of the Party who are working with 
extra-Party orranizations, will attend these 
lessons. These officials can shift their 
delly duties, if necessary, in order to attend 
the lossons. 


13. Mxiles: < fleroe strupcle will bo waced azainst the measures tatwn by the 
~  Sophoulis-Tsnlderis Government arainst the exiles. The collection 
made by 7. (National I'utual Aid) for the oxiles should reecive full 
supports, Tho ist Achtis of UO}, which had already collocted ~ 
20,000,000 drachmme, should be taken as an oxamle. 


14. "Cleaninre Out" Publis Smployoes: Before Sophoulis undertook the formation 
, of a Goverment, the Liberal Party had 

declared that, if it ever participated 
in the Government, it would reimburse 
tho sufferine employees fron the prow 
ceeds of the sale of properties con 
fiseated from those members of porlianent 
who had voted for the Law providinz for 
"Closning out" public employees. This, 
however, has been forgotten, and the, 
"Cloaning Out" process has become even — 
more soverea. poppe sueuey. the 2nd Achtis 
{(Commmnist omployoes) and the employees 
of the IKA (State Insurance Foundation) 
end other goverment orrarizations will 
amource a strike and will resort te 
demonstrations until the law is repealed 
and ths suvferine publie employecs are 
reinstated and reimbursed. 


15, YOA end Ite Fl ons f for J Lotion and nd Retreats Polle:ing an investirabion of the 
inter inl end orconizetional devolop- 
nent of Party orranizstions in the 
eperchies, the Politburo cam to the 
Vollowins Cocision.
